were planted ; that there is not one Exdeption which 
hath beeh raifed agtjnff thefe, but might be matle even. 
againft the celebrated Gardens of Srower, which have 
very Little Profpe@ ; have no fuch Térras ; have ro fuch 
River ; but owe their Variety of Beauties to the happy 
Invention of their zoble Owner, who might be refleed 
on in the fame furious Manner, if Angle Parts were 
unfairly defcribed, without their Relation to the whole, 
and without knowirig, which it is impoffible to judgé 
of, their Elegance or Rropriety; fince every Piece of 
Architeture; every Monument, every Walt, recéives pe- 
culiar Graces from the Advantage of its juit Difpofition, 
and from its Connexion with every Thing in its 
View.
